THE DORSHEIMER BILL. 

WE hear, without regret, considerable criti- 
cism, in the trade and outside it, of some of the 
recent editorials of the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY 
on international copyright. We say ‘‘ without 
regret,” because, in the first place, we like to 
hear fully any criticism that there may be, and, 
in the second place, we are glad to hear of mem- 
bers of the trade desiring to go further than the 
WEEKLY in support of international copyright. 
It is a mistake, however, to suppose that the 
WEEKLY has in any way changed its principles 
or its course. It has always advocated ‘‘ some- 
thing as better than nothing,’’ and in 1879 gave 
its hearty support to *‘ the Harper draft’ as the 
then practicable measure. At the same time, if 
the Dorsheimer bill can be passed, we shall be 
heartily glad, in the interest of publishers, au- 
thors, and public alike. We believe that, what- 
ever criticism may be made upon this or that of 
its provisions, its passage would be of decided 
benefit to the trade at large. 

The friends of the bill, who see a fair hope 
for its passage, ought to lose no time in getting 
it beforethe House. There is talk of adjourn- 
ment in the latter part of June, and in the last 
days of a session only the most pressing leyisla- 
tion has any chance. It would be a very great 
misfortune if all the agitation of the year should 
be permitted to result in nothing. 

Whatever shall come before the House, the 
Dorsheimer bill or a manufacturing amendment, 
we hope will receive full and friendly considerat 
tion. The results of the Dorsheimer bill, if 
passed as it stands, would not be so disastrous 
as some of our friends fear; and if any of the 
threatened evils flow from it, the law would 
doubtless be amended. We have already said 
the same thing, as regards a manufacturing 
clause, to those who oppose anything but the 
Dorsheimer bill as it stands. Let us have some- 
thing done by this Congress,

In submitting this, the fifth annual report, 
the Board of Trustees have keen pleasure in 
recording the facts and figures of a great year’s 
work, outreaching as they do in some respects 
the result of all the earlier years of the associa- 
tion. It was prophesied all along by many en- 
thusiastic members, that once we passed the half- 
way mark of our maximum, we would increase 
much more rapidly. but your Board of Trustees 
hardly dared to hope for a number beyond the 
proportionate natural increase of former years. 
Consequently itis with sincere feelings of thank- 
fulness, mingled with pardonable pride, that we 
now report a membership of 835, a net gain of 
19, and over double the membership of one year 
ago. Between eighty and ninety per cent of 
these have stood the test of seven assessments 
during the past year, a fact which leads us to 
believe thatall now on the roll have joined the 
organization to stay, and do not mean to be 
frightened away when we call for money.

WHAT A BOOKSELLER SHOULD KNOW. 
BY JAMES B. NICHOLSON. 


THE PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY for March 8, 
1884, contains an excellent and timely article 
upon the above subject, copied from the Aritish 
and Colonial Printer and Stationer, in which the 
writer asserts that ‘‘the bibliopole must first of 
all be a bibliophile ; in other words, the book- 
seller must first of all be a book-lover.’’ To this 
may be added, a bookseller should also have 
some knowledge of bibliopegia ; without that, he 
is entirely out of his place, so far as the public 
and his pursuit is concerned. A knowledge of 
the details of bookbinding should be regarded 
as essential to the bookseller who desires to 
rank above a mere peddler. He should be able 
to tell when he takes a bound book in his hands 
whether it has been done ‘‘in boards’”’ or *‘ out 
of boards ;’’ whether it has been properly backed, 
and the joints are even ; whether the squares are 
regular; if the edges have been scraped before 
they were gilt ; whether the headbands have been 
worked, or stuck on; whether the leather has 
been neatly pared and the book properly put in 
leather ; whether the finishing is ‘* hand-tool- 
ing’ or ‘‘stamped;’’ and if it is neatly, and 
durably bound. He should be educated up 
to a point that would enable him to appreciate 
the difference between a mere mechanical and 
an artistic piece of work. He should beable to 
know all the materials that are used in covering 
books, so as not to be deceived or be the 
medium of deceiving others. He should know 
that real moroccois the dressed skin of a goat, 
whether it be smooth, straight-grained, or have 
been grained as turkey morocco. He should 
know verifab/e levant morocco from all its coun- 
terfeits. He should know sheepskin, whether 
as skivers, roans, bark, law, colored or grained 
to imitate morocco. He should know the bas- 
tard leathers, whether put up as Persian moroc- 
co, grained bock, or smooth, and he should be 
able to distinguish genuine russia leather from 
cow leather, or any imitation. Few have this 
knowledge. 

In order to prove that those who sell books 
are not as well informed as they should be, let 
a few facts suffice, without giving the names of 
the parties, which could easily be done. An 
old and well-known bookseller in New York 
went to his shelves one day, and picking out 
two books asked an expert, ‘‘ What makes the 
binding of one of those cost more than the 
other ?”” He was handed back one of them with 
the remark, “ Why that is a ‘case book,’ ”’ 
‘*What is a ‘case book’? he rejoined, and 
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the bookseller, who had carried on business for 
over a quarter of a century, had to be told the 
difference between a ‘‘ case”’ book and one done 
‘*in boards.’’ 

A prominent house in New England adver- 
tised an edition of the Poets as being bound in 
crushed levant morocco. The price was so low 
that an expert stepped into the store to look at 
them, and when he was shown some of the vel- 
umes, he asked if that was the binding that was 
advertised as ‘‘ crushed levant,’’ and was an- 
swered in the affirmative. He then said, ** That 
is not levant, and it is an imposition upon book- 
buyers to advertise it as such.”” The bookseller 
replied, ‘‘ Why, our bookbinder calls it levant.”’ 
‘* Well, if your bookbinder calls it levant, that 
only proves him to be ignorant, or unprin- 
cipled.”” The books were covered in thin, un- 
grained English morocco, the cost of which was 
a mere moiety of levant morocco, and the man- 
ipulation not one fourth as expensive. 

A house of the highest respectability in one of 
our large cities advertised Poetical Works, 
bound in ‘‘ full tree calf,’’ at a very low figure. 
They were bound with a very narrow calf back, 
and the sides were nothing but paper, up to the 
joints, merely marbled and varnished in imita- 
tion of ‘*tree calf.” When the fraud was proven 
to the seller of books, he professed to be much 
astonished, and said he thought they were *‘ full 
calf,’’ and as such he had been selling them. 

A publisher in New York was getting upa 
handsome book for the holidays, and he invited 
estimates from several binders, the only speci- 
fication being that the book was to be bound 
in ‘*full morocco, gilt edges.’’ Most of the 
binders gave estimates based on how such a 
book should be bound. One gave an estimate 
based entirely upon the specifications, and being 
much the Jowest, he got the job, as a matter of 
course. When the first lot was turned in, it 
was found that the binding was “ case’’ work, 
the back and sides were stamped with an incon- 
gruous medley of old stamps, the edges cut by 
a machine and never scraped, with a common 
head-band ‘‘ stuck on,’’ and the whole affair, 
rough and uncouth. When the publisher com- 
plained, his letter was produced ; there was the 
full morocco, and there was the gilt edge. His 
specifications were imperfect, and advantage 
had been taken of that fact. It was too near 
Christmas for any other binder to get up the re- 
mainder of the edition in good style, and the 
result was that, instead of there being a hand- 
some profit on the publication, there was a 
loss. The binding killed the book. 

In the lowest view that can be taken of the 
subject, a bookseller shouid know what he is 
contracting for, and what he is selling ; but inthe 
higher, to which Lord Bacon adverts in saying, 
‘* Every man is a debtor to his profession, from 
the which, as mendo of course seek to receive 
countenance and profit, so ought they of duty to 
endeavor themselves by way of amends to be a 
help thereunto,’’ a bookseller should cultivate a 
love for books ; he should study bibliographical 
works ; know the first, the best, the rare editions 
of all the best authors, so as to be able to assist 
inquirers and those beginning to form libraries. 
He should also learn to know when the gems 
of literature are worthily enshrined. There 
have been such booksellers, and they won, de- 
servedly, and retained the esteem and confidence 
of every book-lover that came in contact with 
them. May their number increase.
